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PRODUCING IMPROVED 
CEREALS 


a wn 
IRELAND'S CONTRIBUTION 


Dealing with the ‘‘ Production of Improved 
Varieties of Cereals’’ in a broadcast from 
Radio Athlone, Mr. M. Caffrey, Lecturer in 
Plant Breeding at the Albert Agricultural 
College, Glasnevin, said that there were four 
methods by which it was possible to obtain 
new and improved varieties of cereals. 
The first, and most ancient, of these 
methods, he said, is b foreign introduction— 
importing varieties which have done well in 
other countries. We in this country are 
much indebted to others for many of our 
most productive varieties of corn crops. 
Queen Wilhelmina, Yeoman, Pajbjerg, Square 
Head Master and Red Marvel wheats, 
Victory, Marvellous, Abundance and Black 
Tartary oats, Archer and Goldthorpe barleys, 
all these have been extremely valuable foreign 
introductions. Nothing would be simpler or 
more easy to adopt than the method of ob- 
taining new varieties; but there are various 
reasons why its use should be confined to 
Government Departments and plant-breeding 
institutions. It is not satisfactory to have a 
multiplicity of varieties of any cultivated 
crop: this applies especially to cereals in 
which, under the conditions which obtain 
here, are rapidly mixed together through the 

ney of the travelling threshing machine. 
There is also the danger of introducing un- 
desirable plant dise&ses and insect or fungoid 
pests. Growers of imported wheats, 
espécially Red Marvel, will have noticed how 
rone they are to ' open smut,” and how free 
in — is the progeny of native-grown 
seed. 


The Selective Method 


The second method of corn improvement, 
is by selection. In the case of the corn crops 
grown here—wheat, barley and oats—the best 
procedure is to take individual plants from a 
crop and to grow the individual progenies 
separate one-from another. This is known 
as the pedigree, pure line, or Vilmorin method 
of selection. It is, as will be realised, very 
simple; but, for all that, it has given many 
of the best and most valuable cereal varieties 
in existence to-day. Victory and Crown 
oats, to mention only two varieties familiar 
to every farmer, have recently béen obtained 
in this way. 
Here is a method of selection which Trish 
farmers might then adopt. With hundreds 
of thousands of acres of cereals under culti- 
there must arise every year many 
exceptional plants awaiting the eye of a care- 
ful observer, and if these were collected and 
the produce sent on to us for further pro- 
pagation, much valuable material, which 
might otherwise be lost, would be collected 
and made available. 
Selection work of this kind will give the 
most valuable results when applied to old 
native varieties and to commercial varieties, 
which have been grown continuously by the 
farmers for a same of years. 
Beginners are likely to be unduly impressed 
by very tall, outstanding plants which tower 
above their ‘neighbours in the field. Their 
progeny will likely produce tall, strawed 
plants, which, under conditions of high or 
even average fertility, are easily lodged. The 
revailing tendency in modern plant. breeding; 
owever, is to produce varieties with short, 
stiff straw. Short-strawed varieties yield as 
well, if not better, than long-strawed ones; 
they stand better, are more easily handled by 
the binder and in the stook, and are, there- 
fore, best suited for cultivation on well- 
farmed lands. Farmers should, therefore, be 
on the look-out for short-strawed, high tiller- 
ing plants giving good, well-filled samples of 
grain, 
Hybridizing 

The third and last method of plant im- 
rovement is by hybridization, in turn fol- 
owed by selection. Hybridization may be 
carried out between different varieties of the 
same plant species—-e.g., between Queen Wil- 
helmina and Red Marvel; between different 
species of the same plant family—e.g., 
between, say, naked oats and the ordinary 
cultivated oats; and between different families 
of plants—e.g., wheat and rye. It will be 
convenient to consider separately these 


‘various types of crossing and the possibilities 


inherent to each. 
Now when two varieties of the same species 
which differ from each other in two or more 


to find in the progeny new plants having 
various combinations of those characters in 
which the parent plants were differentiated, 
and it is possible to fix these new com- 
binations by single plant selection from the 
successive progenies of these plants. This 
is described as recombination.

| WEEDS AND HORSE-FLIES 


REPLIES TO QUERIES 


Lieutenant-Colonel McCabe, Hon. Secre- 
tary of the National Agricultural Industrial 
Development Association, writes, replying to 
questions which have been put to him, as 
follows :— 

What is Ragwort and why worry about 
it? 

Ragwort is a noxious weed of which there 
are: several species, ‘the commonest of which 
is greatly on the increase in Ireland. It is 
a biennial plant and flowers freely in clusters 
of small yellow flowers. Its mess ó are fitted 
with a feathery parachute so that they are 
carried from field to field and from farm to 
farm. It is not poisonous in its first year, 
when grazing the land with sheep will “help 
to clear it, but in its second season, when 
it flowers, it develops an alkaloid which acts 
as a slow poison to horses and cattle, These 
generally avoid it unless the land is over- 
stocked, but both will eat it in hay, hence 
its great danger. It 1s a slow poison, and 
horses who get it in their hay lose their 
form and cause much loss to frequenters of 
betting shops, who are not there to see that 
their ‘‘fancy’”’ does not look well, 

Prevention—Pigs, if they were let loose 
in the pasture tear this weed up b, the roots. 
It has a natural eneniy—in a black and red 
moth, whose black and gold caterpillars strip 
the plant so completely of leaves that it ‘dies. 
This moth should never be killed. The 
weed is generally choked in a 
well-grown meadow, but flourishes round the 
headlands and hedges, where pulling up or 
cutting down is the only way to get rid of the 
pest. When cut or levered up with a weed- 
ing fork the remains should be burned, as if 
left lying about cattle will eat them with 
fatal results. Cutting or rooting up means 
work, of which more later. 

Are you sure that the horse-fly ever lives in 
the horse’s stomach? 

Yes! I am quite sure, notwithstanding the 
information of a correspondent, who tells me 
that the horse-fly breeds in cowdung. The 
horse-fly only uses cow-dung as a playground 
and as a substance to feed on; when blood is 
difficult to get. The horse-fly lays its eggs 
mainly round the fetlocks of horses out on 
grass, and likes the sun to shine on her con- 
finement. The horse feels 
nibbles et the skin where the accouchement 
has taken place, with the result that the new- 
laid eggs are taken into the stomach, where 
they hatch out in about 10 days. There 
they live in and on the horse for 10 to 12 
months, when they pass out in the droppings. 
fram which they quickly pass to the ground, 
there they pupate and become full-blown flies 
in from three to five weeks. 

Prevention— The horse-fly hates an aromatic 
smell and will fly from horse to horse, still 
undelivered of her eggs, if the horses have 
been recently lightly brushed with any 
of the usual disinfectant fluids. She 
will die egg-bound if all the horses 
she can. find: have been so treated. But 
horses in most districts in Ireland are now 
full of the larva of these pests. The only 
way to get rid of them is to collect the dungs 
daily and put them in a manure pit, which 
must be covered over with jute-sacks. This 
causes such heating of the manure that the 
larva are roasted alive and killed. This again 
means work, and leads me to answer my most 
numerous correspondents, who have sent me 
scathing messages asking— 

How can farmers afford to weed their lands 
these times 

Believe it or not, my plan needs no money. 
I have yet to" find ‘a family who has no 
member, relative or friend, who is not 
suffering from some disease or ey of 
which unemployment is the worst), 0 
would not be greatly benefited by an invite 
tion to’ spend three months in the country, 
undergoing a progressive | course of open- -air 
treatment on the land. ‘“ Light-gardening ”’ 
we called it at our convalescent oe and 
insomnia, debility and loss etite 
vanished as the weeds cuain aia the 
dungs were collected with shovel and basket 
and put in their proper places. Work. 
morning and afternoon, with frequent intervals 
for rest, will soon bring a glow of health to 
the cheeks, and there is only one thing to 
be said against it, and that is that the 

“patient” gets such an appetite for food 
that his labour is not cheap. The course is 
best begun in spring when the weeds are 
springing up and when the horse dungs are 
full of Pl fly larva. This last, by the 
way, might be taken advantage of b those 
who feel they must “follow horses” You 
can follow slow ones in this way, and not lose 
money over it. I think it is the only way. 

Nobody has said a word in contradiction of 
my plea for co-operation, if oats are to be 
properly dried and sold for the benefit of the 
producer and not of the middle man, and of 
the other works which farmers should get 
together and talk over for their mutual 
benefit,

SOME USEFUL COMPARISONS 


In a recent talk from Radio Athlone, Ds, 
E. J. Sheehy, Lecturer on Animal Nutrition, 
University College, Dublin, said :— 

If some food deficiency is experienced | 
animals grazing on a farm which is so inte, 
sively cultivated that no miscellaneous pian 
whatsoever are to be found in any of its pas- 
tures, one can realise the possibility of serious 
deficiency and want of balance in the dietary 
of stock which are largely or wholly house- 
fed. 


A Complete Food 


To be complete a dietary must contain, in 
addition to starchy material and fat, a supply 
of proteins and a great variety of mineral 
materials and of nutritive factors called 
vitamins. Some of the minerals and vitamins 
are needed by the body in minute quantity 
only; yet they are absolutely necessary for 
prolonged life and animal welfare. On the 
other yo items such as lime, and to a 
greater extent protein, must be made avail- 
able in considerable amount. 

The various cereals—i.e., wheat, barley, 
oats, rye and maize, oil cakes, pollard and 
bran, sugar pulp, maugels and turnips—are 
toods in which one or two ingredients pre- 
dominate, and in which there is a lack of 
several equally -important constituents. 
Obviously a dietary made up of these items, 
even though sufficient in quantity, falls very 
far short of filling the needs of live stock. 
Pasture herbage and all green forage crops 
fall into a different category of foods, the 
composition of which is complete in 
various nutritive requirements. Dried or 
preserved fodder, such as hay and silage, 
while made from green material, and while 
related to it in composition, has an actual 
nutritive value which depends on the stage of 
growth and on the nature of the curing. 


Effect on Pigs and Calves 


A young pig fed on aire, pollard and 
potatoes makes slow wth and develops 
poor stature; its bones are soft and pliable, 
and skeletal stiffness appears. The addition 
to the dietary of separated milk or of meat 
meal, both of which supply abundance of 
minerals and proteins, quickie transforms an 
unhealthy pig into a vigorous thriving animal.

mixture and milk goes down on the feet and 
becomes rickety, but if a few drops of coc 
liver oil are given to it daily these symptoms 
fail to make their appearance, norma! healt):

These disorders, which are the 
outward evidence of an insufficient supply of 
a food factor known as vitamin A, is pre 
ventable by a daily dose of a tiny quantit 
of tomato juice or cod- liver oil, both of 
which is rich in this particular vitamin. 

Green herbage such as grass, and to 
lesser extent hay, serves. as a source 
vitamin A in ordinary feeding, so that in 
iarming practice the experimental condition 
described never appears. 


Need for Protein 


Insufficient protein in the ration of a pig 
not alone hinders progress but renders the 
food cost of gain very high. Thus six hun 
dred-weights of a mixture of potatoes, barle: 
and pollard are required to make one hun 
dred-weight of live pork, while a suppleme! 
of meat meal, a rch source of protein so 
enhances the value of the ration that a hun- 
¢dred-weight of pork requires only ó; cwts. of 
the sa. ám. food mixture. Cattle on 
certain coarse pastures are dry in the coat 
and hard in the skin, symptoras of dietar\ 
disorder, which disapnear when access to 
salt-lick is made available. Instances mig!

Disorders Prevented

COMPENSATION ‘APPEAL 
DISMISSED 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, MR JUSTICE MURNAGHAN, 
MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH AND MR. 
JUSTICE GEOGHEGAN.) 


An appeal was brought on behalf of the 
Irish Boring Co., Ltd., Blackhall place, 
Dublin, from an order of the Circuit Court 
allowing an application of Michael Donovan, 
of Ballykeoghan, Kilmacow, Kilkenny, for 
compensation under the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Act, 1934, and making an award in 
respect of the total incapacity of the applicant 
as the result of an accident which, the 
Circuit Court held, arose out of and in the 
course of the employment of the applicant. 

It was stated that on 15th February last, 
which was a wet day, the applicant had 
cycled to Kilmacow to post a letter for his 
employers, and that on the return journey 
his bicycle skidded and he was thrown on 
the road, and suffered from a compound 
fracture of the left knee. 

It was submitted on behalf of the 
appellants that the use of the bicycle on the 
day of the accident, and in the conditions 
then existing, was not within the terms of 
the applicant’s employment, and was not a 
risk contemplated by the terms of his em- 
ployment, but was a risk voluntarily under- 
taken by the applicant. 

The Court, without calling on counsel for 
the respondent, unanimously dismissed the 


appeal. 

The Chief Justice said that he would be 
prepared, if necessary, to base his judgment 
on the course which the case took in the 
Circuit Court, where the test was whether 
the accident took place in the. applicant’s 
working hours or not. On the evidence on 
that question the Circuit Court Judge was 
entitled to come to the conclusion that the 
accident did occur during the applicant’s 
working hours. It was not made clear to the 
Circuit Court Judge that the employer was 
relying on the point of “added peril” in 
the use of a bicycle by the workman, and 
the Circuit Court Judge certainly was not 
asked to give a specific findiag in that 
respect :

TRUSTEES’ APPEAL 
CONTINUED -

(BEFORE THE PRESIDENT OF THE HIGH 
COURT, MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) . 


HE hearing was resumed of the appeal 
+ on behalf of the trustees of the Ward 
Union Hunt Races, by way of. case 
stated, from a decision of Circuit Judge 
Comyn, who dismissed the trustees’ ‘appeal 
against assessments for income tax on the 
profits arising from the annual horse race 
meetings held on Easter Mondays at ‘Fairy- 
house. " 

The trustees had claimed that they were an 
“ agricultural society ” within the meaning 
of the Finance Act, 1925; that the races were 
held as an exhibition or show, and that the 
profits from them, being applied solely to the 
purposes of an agricultural society, were 
exempt from income tax. The Special Com- 
missioners of Income Tax held that it was 
not shown to their satisfaction that the body 
of stewards controlling the race meetings was 
a society established for the promotion of 
live stock breeding, and the trustees appealed 
from that finding to the Circuit Court. 

The questions of law for the opinion of the 
High Court were whether, in view of the 
documents in the case and facts established 
in evidence on behalf of the trustees, the 
Circuit Judge was right in finding that the 
society’s object was not solely or mainly the 
promotion of agriculture, and that it was not 
an “agricultural society *’ within the mean- 
ing of Section 4 of the Finance Act, 1925. 

Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, K.C.; Mr. H. J. 
Moloney, K.C., and Mr. Ignatius J. Kelly 
(instructed by Messrs. A. O’Hagan and Son) 
appeared for the appellants, and Mr. McCann, 
K.C., and Mr. Geraghty (instructed by Mr. 
B. Collins, Revenue Solicitor) for the re- 
spondent, Mr. H. P. Hughes, Inspector of 

axes. 

Continuing his argument on behalf of the 
trustees, Mr. Kelly said that some horse 
races, at any rate in this country, performed 
a very essentiz. national function. Reports 
of Government Commissions showed the 
enormous amount of money invested in blood- 
stock here and the enormous amounts realised 
by Irish yearlings and other bloodstock out- 
side the country. 

“IS is one or the biggest industries we 
have,” he continued; “ probably our biggest 
industry outside Guinness’s.’’ 

Dealing with the question, what was meant 
by ‘‘races?” Mr. Kelly said that they 
might have races which were entirely for the 
improvement of the stamina of horses and 
for the purpose of trying them out; on the 
other hand, they might have races mainly 
for the purpose of enabling people to bet. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Yo>u were relieved of 
entertainment tax, so that the view of the 
Legislature was that horse racing was an 
entertainment. 

Mr. Kelly submitted that the meeting was 
an exhibition or show, because people went 
there to see what was going on. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that a race meet- 
ing was a meeting where competitions in 
speed between horses were held, and it was 
not an exhibition. No one would call a 
horse race an agricultural exhibition. 

Mr. Kelly said tha: ther. had been a dis- 
cussion before the Circuit Judge about the 
rovision of accommodation for bookmakers, 
but not one word of evidence had been. pro- 
duced by the Revenue authorities to prove 
that there ever was a bookmaker on the 
Fairyhouse course. 


HORSE-BREEDING 


In the report of a Government Commis; 
sion it was statei, said Mr. Kelly, that 
racing was essential to horse-breeding; that 
a sum of over a million pounds was invested 
in brood mares in thi, country, and that 
Irish yearlings fetched a considerably greater 
average price at Doncaster sales than other 
yearlings These facts and the magnitude 
of the export trade in horses showed that 
horse-breeding in Ireland was of supreme 
public importancy. 

The Court should not, he said, take 
omg notice of the statement that Fairy- 
ouse was a social meeting. 

The President asked what were they to 
gather from the fact that the accounts showed 
receipts from bookmakers, or that £3,752 was 
paid by the public to enter the Grand Stand 
at the meeting. How many members of the 
public who paid to go in went there to buy 
a horse? 

Mr. Kelly said that he did not know. 

The President said that if people did not 
go to buy a horse why should the Court not 
draw the inference that they went there be- 
cause they were interested in horse-racing 
rather than horse-breeding? Notwithstandin 
this, the Court was asked not to take judicia 
notice of the statement that the meeting was 
of a social character. 

Mr. Kelly said that the meeting, un- 
doubtedly, was a social function, bat its 

rincipal object was the furtherance of horse- 

reeding in this country. 

The President said that the presence of 
bookmakers suggested that members of the 
public went to the race meeting for a pur- 
pose other than the interest of horse-breeding. 

Mr. FitzGibbon followed on the same side, 
and had not concluded his -argument when 
the Court adjourned until to-day.

Messrs. Ferguson, Ltd., motor agents,’ Lower 
Baggot street, Dublin, to recover £300 for 
alleged breach of contract in connection with 
the sale of a motor car. | 


Plaintiff's case was thet on October 6, 1036, 


the defendants sold him an Austin car for 
£250, They allowed him a credit of £50 for 
his own car, and he paid them a cheque for 
£200 to clear the balance. He alleged that 
the defendants represented that a complete 
new engine had been put into the motor car; 
that he (plaintiff) would be given a written 
guarantee to cover the period of twelve 
months from the date of purchase, and that 
the car was in perfect order and condition. 
The defendants further represented that the 
car had _ been passed as A 1 by the Auto 
mobile Association engineer, whereas in fact: 
the engine placed in the car, plaintiff con- 
tended, was an old engine, made in 1929. 
The defendants did not, although requested, 
give any guarantee in writing. 

Plaintiff further alleged that the car was in 
a bad mechanical condition, and that it was 
not passed by the Automobile Association 
engineer. He claimed £250 for the price of 
the car; £20 for repairs necessita 
condition, and £30 for consequential loss. 

The defence was a denial that any of the 


alleged representations had been made, and 4 


plea that the defendant made the purchase in 
reliance upon his own judgment, and not 
upon any statement or representation made 
by the defendant company. 


RE-CONDITIONED ENGINE 


Defendants’ Works Manager, Mr. J. 
Jameson, in evidence, said that the price of 
the car. (new) would have been |: ‘we 


knew that the engine was re-conditioned, and. 
it was in that sense that he described it as . 


new to the plaintiff.” He denied that the 
plaintiff was led to believe it was not a re- 
conditioned engine, but a newly-manufactured 
engine 2 

Mr. J. O’Hagan, managing director of de- 
fendant company, said that he did not give 
any instructions to anyone to offer the car 
for sale with a new engine. He never put a 
new engine into a second-hand car. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Binchy, K.C., 
he said that, if it was represented as a new 
engine, it would be an entirely wrong de- 
scription. 

Judge Shannon, in his judgment, said that, 
in so far as any statements were made about 
giving the plaintiff a written guarantee, they 
were true statements, and not intended to de 
ceive the plaintiff. He found that the state- 
ment that the car had been passed by the 
Automobile Association engineer was, in sub- 
stance, true, having — to the age and 
condition of the car. The substantial cause 
of action arose upon the question whether 
the plaintiff was told by the defendants’ 
works manager that a new engine had been 
put into the car, and whether, if he was so 
told, that such a statement was fraudulent, as 
understood in an action such as this, He had 
no doubt that Mr..Jameson did tell the 
plaintiff that a new ag. ge had been fitted, 
and that he did not add any gualification to 
that description. 

Judge Sumie awarded the plaintiff £88 
damages, being the difference between the 
value of the car as the plaintiff received it 
and its value if it had had a new engine as 
represented. -

1 see that a biography has been pub 
lished of Maria Lady Callcott, famous 1 
her day as the author of “ Little Arthur - 
History of England.” Some sevent: 
editions of this work have alread 
appeared; the last was the ' centur 
edition. which brings the history down : 
tha Coronation of King George VI. 

“Little Arthur’s’”’ creator was the 
daughter of Rear-Admiral Dundas. She 
married Captain Graham, and travelled 
with him in South Africa, India and 
South America, where her husband died. 
In Brazil. where she experienced the 
horrors of a _ revolution, she acted a: 
governess to Donna Maria, who afterward 
became Queen of Portugal in 1826. 

She nrarried as her second husband 
Augustus W. Callcott, the English 
landscape painter, who was subsequentl) 
knighted by Queen Victoria. In 1831 shu 
had the misfortune to break a blood 
vessel, and for the remaining eleven years 
of her life was a confirmed invalid. 

Besides ‘‘ Little Arthur’s History,’ 
Lady Calleott wrote histories of France 
and Spain and accounts of her travels 
and sojourns in distant lands, but as the 
author of “ Little Arthur ” she is best 
remembered.

ISSATISFACTION at the existing cir- 
ces, and concern for the future 


woollen manufacturers ” Wise associa ban i 
contemplating the taking oí some step 
meet what is regarded as & menacin 
The following facts were obta: 
Woollen Manufacturers’ Association :- 

Chief among the difficulties which the 
Woollen and Worsted Manufacturers Associa- 
tion of the Free State have had under con- 
sideration are the lack of adequate protec 
tion and consequent severe competition from 
outside the country, and the danger of jimita- 
tion in the variety of raw § required 
to mavt the demands of the existing market. 

Instead of being comparatively 
at the moment, the majority of the Irish 
woollen mills are suffering from ‘a consx 
able ep séan of depression, and from the view- 
point of protection this centuries old industry 
does not occupy the same sheltered position 
as that occupied by most other tariffed in- 
dustries, although its thirty mills, large and 
sinall, saifhí some three thous and 
over one million pounds is invested in capital. 

In a review of the position recently ap- 
proved by the Association, it is stated that, 
as a result of a vicious system of exemptions 
in the import duties, the Free State industry 
has to meet dumping and under-cutting in an 
insidious form. Previous to 1914 the Irish 
woollen mills were doing a good trade, and 
in post-war years up to 1 were fairly 
prosperous. but the trade suffered badly from 
depression during tbe ensuing five years. 


| MANY EXEMPTIONS 


In 1926 an application was made to the 
Tariff Commission for oe duty of 
25 per cent., and in 1929 a tariff of that 
percentage, ud valorem, was imposed with an 
imperial preference rate of 20 per cent. The 
imposition of the duty, however, brought with 
it many exemptions, Cloths of weight under 
7 ozs. per bhus ene which is equivalent 
to 10} ozs. per trade yard of 54 inches, were 
exempted from the duties. Another exemp- 
tion was applied in the case of cloths valued 
for ls. 6d. per square yard and under, which 
were allowed in free In this latter case little 
more than a month later the value of the 
cloth that might be imported free was raised 
to 2s. 6d. per square yard, which is equiva- 
x trade yard of 58 inches wide. 
When the duties first were put on in 
March, 1929, things looked fairly hopeful for 
the industry, several woollen mills beginning 
preparations for the manufacture of cheap 
woollen cloths, ranging in price from 3s. to 


4s. a twade yard. One mill decided to 
go in exclusively for the manufacture of cheap 
cloth, for which it was believed an ample 
market existed. Actually, extensive orders 
had been secured, but when the import duties 
were changed in May, 1929, every order was 
cancelled. Other mannfacturers, to a lesser 
degree, experienced the same class of thing. 

t is clearly evident, in the opinion of the 
Association, that importers have been making 
a determined attempt to cut through the pro- 
tection b the importation of cloths which fall 
just below the prohibitions of weight and 
price. The effect of the exemptions was to 
nullify the protection which the tariff was 
supposed to 
protection wall importers experienced little 
dihcalty in getting in as much cloth as 
efore. 


Farther tariff changes were made by. the 


Minister for Industry and Commefce in 1932, 
but unfortunately the result has not come up 
to expectation because of a counteracting 
force, the reault of which was unforeseen. In 
recent years a number of ready-made clothing 
factories were established, especially in 
Dublin, and the movement, supported by a 
tariff of 60 per cent., was welcomed by the 
woollen mills in the belief that it would give 
more employmmt at home, but the extent 
to which cloth “duty exemptions are given 
completely shattered any hopes of improve- 
ment that were entertain ad. 

“The real problem which has to be faced 
to-day is that an eine Chroith manufac- 
turing industry is passing thro a grave 
crisis ‘“ccause the new clothing factory can 
import its cloths, make them up, and sell 
the completed garments Iabelled “ Irish 
Manufacture.”’ 


INVESTIGATION SOUGHT 
The associatien is anxious to have the whole 
position investigated, for under the present 
tariff the mills are employed for “á a halí 
the year on work which yields a profit; for 
the remainder of the year they are working on 
any promiscuous contract that can be picked 
up, or else the looms stand idle.

DISTINGUISHED POLISH 
VISITOR TO DUBLIN 


of the most. famous of modern Polish 
poets, who was ior ten years per- 
sonai secretary to the late Marshal Pilsudski, 
has airived in Dublin, where she will deliver 
to-morrow, at University College, Dublin, 
under the auspices of the National University 
Women Graduates’ Association, a lecture, en- 
titled ‘‘Marshal Pilsudski—the Psychology of 
Greatness.’’ She has a.ready lectured on this 
Subject at London, Oxford, Cambridge, Man- 
chester, Liverpool, and many other English 
cities. 

Born in Wilno, when this part of Poland 
was under Kussian rule, hazimiera Iila- 
kowicz lost both her parents in her early 
childhood, and was brought up by Mme. 
Sophie de Buyno, nee Countess Zyberb-Plater, 
a member of an old aristocratic and intellec- 
tual family. She finished at a Russian school 
and went to Oxford. After her return to 
Poland she continued her studies at the Uni- 
versity of Cracow, where she took a degree. 
‘he first volume of ber poems appeared in 
1912, and since she has published over twenty 
works. She speaks fluently Russian, German, 
French and English. 

From 1915 to 1917 Mile. Tlokowicz served 
on the front as a nurse with the Russian Red 
Cross and won three decorations for gallantry. 
From 1918 to 1926 she was an official in the 
Polish Foreign Office, leaving it as a coun- 
cillor of the Ministry, and from 1926 to 1935 
acted as a private secretary to Marshal Pil- 
sudski, In 1933 she was elected a member 
of the Polish Academy of Literature, and 
was awarded a National Prize in Litera- 
ture in 1935.

e site for the sanatorium already has 
been selected, and a decision about the fever 
hospital soon will be made, according to a 
letter from the Department of Local Govern 
ment and Public Health, read at yesterday's 
meeting of the Dublin Board of Assistance. 

The letter replied to speeches made and a 
resolution passed, at the previous meeting of 
the Board alleging that the present fever 
hospital accommodation in Dublin was in 
adequate. 

A statement that cases of infectious disease 
had been refused admission to Cork Street 
Fever Hospital owing to lack of accommo- 
datioa, stated the Jetter, had been inter- 
preted by Board members as implying that 
there was no adequate provision for the treat- 
ment of fever cases in other Dublin institu- 
tions. 

“This inference is quite incorrect in as 
much as on the date of the Board’s meetin 
(Wednesday last) there were upwards of 46 
heds available for cases of infectious disease 
in Vergemount Fever Hospital, Clonskeagh, 
whilst beds im special wards in certain 
general hospitals in the city could also be 
utilised for the reception of such cases,” adds 
the letter. 

It was understood that where cases had 
been refused admission to-Cork Street Fever 
Hospital, recourse was made to the Medical 
Superintendent Officer of Health for Dublin 
County Borough, who was responsible for secur- 
ing institutional treatment for cases of infec- 
tious disease occurring in the city. So far as 
the Minister was aware, there appeared to 
have been no difficulty for a considerable time 
past in obtaining beds for such cases. 


ACCOMMODATION 


Continuing the letter stated: 

“It may noted that in connection with 
the widespread demand for institutional! 
accommodation last year, due to epidemics 
of diphtheria and scarlatina in Dublin County 
Borough, the assistance of this Department’s 
officers was invoked, and they suggested the 
opening of the Isolation Hospital, Pigeon 

ouse road, Dublin, and the provision of 
emergency accommodation at Names 
Fever Hospital, Clonskeagh. for the recep- 
tion of cases of infectious disease, and these 
measures relieved considerably the pressure 
on the institutiona: accommodation for cases 
of infectious disease. Further provision is 
being arranged for at Vergemount Fever 
Hospital, Clonskeagh, to meet the contin- 
gency of any abnormal spread of infectious 
diseases in the city. Meanwhile, the Medi- 
cal Superintendent Officer of Health for 
Dublin County Borough obtains each day 
lists of the vacant beds in the various in- 
fectious disease institutions so as to be in a 
position to secure the immediate admission to 
a suitable hospital of cases of infectious 
disease occurring in the city.” 

When the letter hai been read, Mr. P. J. 
Medlar, why ix also a member of the Cork 
Street Fever Hospital Board, said that he 
had made a mistake when he had stated at 
the last Assistance Board meeting that 15 
cases a month were refused admission to Cork 
street, because of lack of accommodation. The 
figure should have been 15 cases a week. 

Mr. R. Blake said that statements made at 
the last meeting of the Dublin Board of 
Assistance had created scares, at least in the 
sounty. The statement: made by members 
had, he admitted, been correctly recorded by 
the Press, but th. Minister's letter had shown 
them to be untrue. Board members, he 
urged, should be sure of their facts before 
making such statements in public. 

Mr. T. Cosgrav2 also referred to “ scare 
stat>ments °’ 

Mrs. Maud Walsh said that a doctor had 
told her that he could not get accommoda- 
tion for ‘ever cases in, a eitv hospitel.. He 
had asked her to use her influence, and she 
had done sv successfully.

Another member, Mr. Cummins, instanced 
two cases of scarlatina, of which he had per. 
sonal knowledge, naving to be treated at 
home because there was no room for them in 
a city fever hospit.l.

FREE BOOKS 
He would like the Synod to support those 


public representatives who .were urging the 
_provision of free books to national school 
children. 

“1 see in the inspector’s report,” he con- 
tinued, ''a reference to the teaching of Irish, 
and the possibility of this interfering with 
religious instruction. As long as English 
remains the language of the home it is 
imperative that religious teaching should be 
carried out in this language. No effort made 
to drive English out of the primary school 
should be allowed to hinder the work of 
religions teaching. In our system 
children are taught and encouraged to reai 
the Bible from an early age. How can they 
do this if they are not taught to read 
English? It may be answered that the 
Church of Ireland has the Bible and Prayer 
Book translated into Irish. That is so; but 
English is the language of our Church in all 
English-speaking areas, and nothing short of 
extermination will compel Irish Protestants 
to dispense with the Bible and the Prayer 
Book, which is familiar to us all.”’ 


VOTED FOR CONSTITUTION 


“I would remind the Synod that in this 
matter its members have redress and pro. 
tection in the new Constitution, a document 
for which I voted, in spite of the raven-like 
warnings of my friend, the editor of the 
Church of Ireland (Gazette. The part of 
the Constitution to which I refer is Article 
42, Sections 1, 2, and 4. I refer "particularly 
to number 4. Having quoted the relative 
clause, he said: ‘I think that such clauses 
provide for redress and protection against the 
victimisation of our children in the alleged 
furtherance of the cause of the Trish language, 
and I hope that if such victimisation is 
found to take place some of the sufferers 
will not hesitate to seek the shelter of the 
law courts in a test case. I think well 
enough of the Government to hold that 
though it is possible that victimisation may 
take piace through the zeal of fanatical 
officials, it is not the Government’s intention 
to support it.” 

Mr. A. T. Barber, who seconded, referred 
to the schemes for transporting Protestant 
children to Church of Ireland schools, and 
said that if they failed to provide funds for 
transport the very future of the Church 
would be threatened, and they would deserve 
the censure that would be directed at them. 


GOVERNMENT CRITICISED 
The Rev, R. E. Weir said that. they found 


that there was a numbe. of children attend- 
ing schools outside their control. The Edu- 
cation Act ot Northern Ireland provided for 
the conveyance of children to their own 
schools; for the payment of travelling ex- 
penses or the cost sf board and oe HE ia 
They would see that the reason given for 
their children not. attending their own 
schools was that of finance. They: were told 
that several deservin -cases of transport had 
been refused sanction. If the Government 
insisted on denminational teaching the 
should provide the children of the Chure 
with free transport to the nearest school 
under Church of Ireland management. Many 
of their children, he said, had been driven 
into Roman Catholic schools because of 
amalgamation. 

According to the Jrish Times, Mr, de 
Valera hic stated that in his view ‘‘ bad 
Irish was better than good English.” Their 
President was a very successful statesman 
and he could assure him that as far as 
education in this country was corcerned he 
had already attained his ideal. From 
eas teachers he had learned that the 
oys and girls who left the junior schools 
were unable to write or understand the 
English alphabet. While a secondary teacher 
had aed : “How can anyone teach a 
modern language—German French, or even 
English—if the boys coming from the primary 
schools have no knowledge whatever ‘of 
grammar or spelling?” That was bad enough, 
but they could imagine his surprise when he 
heard the teacher add. ‘*The children coming 
from primary schools are not able even to 
think for themselves,’ 

In spite of what som» of their leaders said, 
the Civil Service in the Free . State “was 
virtually closed to their boys. 


COMPULSORY IRISH 


Was the Synod aware that new 
entrants into the service were compelled 
to pass a compulsory. oral test in. Irish, 
and if after three attempts to pass the test 
their linguistic attainments did not rise to the 
required standard, they were discharged from 
the Service on one month's notice. These 
conditions would not be tolerated in. any 
ordinary community. If the ‘ritish Govern- 
ment had made such an enactment there 
would have been an immediate outcry, and 
they would have been told of another injustice 
to Ireland, ‘‘ It is time for our leaders to 
make a stand against a system of education 
which is universally condemned as disastrous,” 
said Mr. Weir. 

Speaking on behalf of some of the country 
clergy, he said that they were losing families, 
and one of the reasons was that Church of 
Ireland people were’ not getting a fair pro- 

ortion of farms from the estates which had 

een divided up. He knew a man, the only 
member of their Church, who applied for a 
division of land at his hall-door. He was 
refused and left bigh and dry, with a house 
and a couple of acres. The unnatural forcing 
of the teaching of Irish, and the knowledge 
that fathers were unable to provide for their 
children if they remained in the Free State, 
and other causes were slowly diminishing their 
numbers The Synod should do something to 
preserve their rights and prove to the Church 
of Ireland at large that they were fully alive 
to the needs, temporal and spiritual, of all 
their people. - 7

uttered by a speaker at this Syuod. I may 
be slescribed as wanting in backbone, but 
I must say that we have got a fair deal from 
the Government, and I am prepared to stand 
over that statement. The people who are to 
blame are the parents of the children them- 
selves, who did not send their children to 
achool regularly.”’ 

Dealing with ‘the question of Irish, Canon 
Hodges said that he had failed to find any 
indication whatever that the Departmert of 
Education wished to interrupt or interfere 
with the giving of religious instruction in 
their schools. He did not know what basis 
there was for the idea that the Department 
wished to interfere with their methods of 
religious education. It should not go out 
from that Synod that a child was to be 
criticised for reading the Bible in Irish. 
Why should not a child read the Bible in 
[rish! The Church of Ireland had taken u 
leading part in the Irish language move- 
ment, and one for which they had no reason 
to be ashamed. The Synod should show 
that the reading of the Bible in Irish was 
not a thing that should be despised by the 
Synod. There appeared to be no foundation 
in the history of their Government for 
interference with religious instruction. 
“They have been almost meticulously 
careful in abstaining from any sort of inter- 
ference with religious instruction, and to 
suggest. that the Department has lately intro- 
duce int» the schools a system of religious 
education ig Irish appears to me to be 
grotesque.” 

The report was adopted. 


CHURCH REUNION 


I 

The Rev. W. J. Proctor moved the adop- 
tion of the report of the Church [Reunion 
Committee. After reading severa] extracts 
from the report of the Edinburgh Conference 
on Faith, and Order, he said that the Synod 
had to make up its mind whether it was 
going to take that report seriously. 

Mr. R. H. Ryland said that in Russia the 
Church had -been virtually destroyed by the 
efforts of the Government. In Germany 
attempts were being made to introduce 
absolute paganism, and in Spain a civil war 
was being carried on between two parties, 
one of which was avowedly anti-Christian. 
So far these matters had not touched this 
country, but it was quite feasible to think 
that England yet might have a Government 
which would make it a crime for the Church 
not to support or to oppose something which 
was at variance with Christianity. If ever 
another European war occurred such doctrines 
might easily get into the country, and in 
such an event it would be absolutely essential 
to have all Christian bodies—certainly all 
bodies professing Protestantism—to be united. 
As they saw from the daily Press the Church 
of Rome in this country seemed to be much 
more anxious about the changes which 
threatened from without than apparently the 
Church of Ireland. Perhaps the members of 
the Church of Rome in this country were more 
exposed to attacks of Communism and 
Socialism than the members of the Church of 
Jreland. 


CORK BISHOP’S 
SUGGESTION 


REFERENCES ‘NOT IN 
ORDER 


Colonel Guinness said that in that morn- 
ing’s papers he had read a statement of the 
Most Rev. Dr. Cohalan, who had said that 
there were many clerics who accepted the 
doctrines of the Catholic Church. 

Colone! Guinness was referring to clergy- 
men of the Church of Ireland who were un- 
true to the Church, when the Archbishop in- 
tervened and said: “ You are making charges 
ugainst the clergy of this Church—that they 
are untrue to their Church, and you must 
tot continue on that line. If vou do I shall 
not allow you to speak. Confine yourself to 
the question of unity.” 

Colonel Guinness said that they were all 
united; they were all Christians. They 
believed in the Birth of Christ. and 
the Sacrifice on the Cross, They 
differed about various little practices. 
He wanted all to practice their own doctrines 
in their own way—to go up the mountain 
and pray. 

The Kev. Canon Simpson suggested that 
they should get fuller instruction on certain 
points. 

The Rev. Canon Drury said that one thin 
about the Edinburgh Conference whick 
struck him particularly was that there had 
been absolute freedom of expression. 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. T. J. Robinson, in movin 
tion approving of the Mobility Commission, 
said that during the last few days he was 
wondering whether he should not scrap the

general body of the laitv, both men and 
women, might be educated in the elementary 
facts of the organisation, constitution, and 
administration of the Church. .

LETTERS TO PRESS 


The Rev R, E. Weir said that there was 
mobility enough in the Church of Ireland. 
Reference had been made to the writers of 
the letters in the Press. He regretted to 
say that some of the letters which recently 
had been FAR in the Zrish Times should 
not have been put into that paper. 

The Archbishop said that if a man wanted 
a change, to whom was it more proper that 
he should write than to his Bishop. Men 
frequently wrote to him and said that they 
would like a change, or would like a particu- 
lar parish. As to there being any question 
of impropriety in that, he might say that 
if a man might not make a confidant of his 
Bishop, to whom might he talk? He wel 
comed such requests from the clergy, and 


he considered it a sign of friendliness.

FINANCES 


Proposing the adoption of the report of the 
Joint Diocesan Councils, Mr. A. T. Barber 
said that the total assets to the credit of the 
united dioceses on December 31 last was 
$685,649, compared with £685,024 in the 
previous year, being an increase. of £625. 
The liability of the stipend fund was 
£560,098. which was a decrease of £19, as 
against the decrease of £639 for the previous 


ear. 
: “TI would say,” said Mr. Barber, “ that 
your finances are in an absolutely sound con- 
dition, which owght to fill each one of us 
with gratitude. e poor parishes fund 1s 
the one weak spot.

R. RICHARD ANTHONY (Ind. Lab.,

day; if he had ¢aused his Department to 
inquire into the circumstancés surrounding 
the execution in Spain.of an Irish lady, Miss 
Boland, at instance of the Valencia 
Government ; and, if so, with what result. 
Mr. DE VALERA, replying, said: “ An 
inquiry has been made through the Minister 
Plenipotentiary into the death of Miss Boland. 
So far our information indicates that she was 
murdered, together with members of the 
family by whom she was employed, by Basque 
or Valencia Government forces at Las Arenas, 
immediately before the occupation of the 
town by General Franco's army. 
“The inquiry is being continued with a 
view to prosecuting a claim for reparation 
for the death of Miss Boland.” 


MINISTERS’ SALARIES 


Replying to Mr. N. Wall IS Waterford ) 
and Mr. Daniel O'Leary (U.1., Cork, W.), the 
MINISTER for FINANCE (Mr. Sean Mac- 
Entee) said that in the estimates as passed 
by the Dail on the 9th June, 1937, the 
following sums were voted for the financial 
year 1957-38 as the salaries of (a) the Presi- 
dent of the Executive Council, £2,500 (in- 
clusive); (b) Ministers, £1,700 yop eg 
(c) Parliamentary Secretaries, £1,200° (in- 
clusive), subject in each case to income tax. 
During the period from April 1, 1937, to July 
20, 1957, however, salaries were not drawn 
at the afore-mentioned rates, but as the 
following, which were paid, free of income 
tax: (a) President of the Executive Council, 
£1,500 (há ers [b) Ministers, £1,000 (in- 
clusive); (c) Parliamentary Secretaries, £900 
(inclusive). Since July 21, 1937, salaries had 
been paid at the rates provided for in the 
estimates. 

Continuing, Mr. MacENTEE said that in 
regard to transport (1) for the President, 
prior to the year 1925, an official Lancia car, 
with uniformed drivers, had been provided for 
the President of the Executive Council. Since 
then, however, transport for the President of 
the Executive Council had not been provided 
exclusively out of public funds, but an annual 
allowance, intended to cover all expenses 
(except wages and uniforms of chauffeurs), 


incurred by him in using his private car for 


official purposes, had been granted. As from 
June 11, 1925, an allowance at the rate of 
i per annum had been fixed, but in the 
year 1926-27 this had been reduced to 
£550, at which figure it had remained. 
There was also provision in the vote for the 
Department of the President for uniforms of 
chauffeurs, but since January, 1932, no ex- 
penditure ha. bee incurred under this head. 

Prior to March, 1934 two members of the 
Defence Forces had acted as guard chauffeurs 
for the President of the Executive Council. 
Since that date the duty had been assigned 
to two members of the Garda Siochana, 
whose present pay amounted to £418 8s. 11d. 
per annum, in addition to which they re- 
ceived the normal rent and other allowances 
to which they were entitled. | 

Referring to the transport of (2) Ministers 
and Parlismentary Secretaries, Mr. Mac- 
ENTEE said that transport per se was not 
provided for Ministers. Since July, 1927, 
however, following the assassination of the 
then Minister for Justice cars and guards 
had been provided fo the protection and 
conveyance of Ministers. At first this duty 
was undertaken by the Army authorities, 
but in March 1934, it had been transferred 
to the Garda Siochana. The cost of the 
service varied in each particular case, accord- 
ing to the degree of precaution which the 
Gardai authorities considered necessary, as, 
for instance, when, in addition to the driver- 
guard, an escort was detailed to follow and 
attend the person protected. Normally, 
however, the all-over cost, which included 
£319 approximately fo: pay and allowances 
of the members of the “Garda Siochana 
rotection and 
driving duties, might be taken as approxi- 
mately £600 per annum per person. He 
added that when circumstances seemed to re- 
quire it such protective measures had been 
extended since 1932 to certain former mem- 
bers of the Executive Council after they had 
left office. 


GROWING OF WHEAT 


Replying to Mr. Dillon (U.I., Monaghan), 
Dr. ). RYAN, Mimister íor Agriculture, said 
that, although he was aware that in some 
cases lands sown with wheat had to be 
ploughed up and down with other crops, and 
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that some fields of wheat had not ripened 
properly, he was not prepared to give, even 
approximately, figures as to the total area 
affected. i 
Mr. DILLON asked if the Minister ac- 
cepted responsibility for the loss that these 
farmers had. soiead as a result, oí taking his 
deplorable advice to ‘‘ grow more wheat.”' 

Dr. RYAN said that he did not accept the 
deputy’s version of the affair at all. 

n reply to another question by Mr. Dillon, 
Dr. RYAN said that the amount spent on 
wheat advertising was as follows :—1934-’35, 
£8,502 14s. 3d.; 1935-'36, £7,061 12s. 4d.; 
1936-’37, £7,542 17s. 5d. He expected to 
spend roughly £8,000 next year 

Replying to Mr. P. Hogan (Labour, Clare), 
Mr. AIKEN, Minister for Defence, said that 
the number of people now in receipt of mili- 
tary service pensions was 7,182. 


MOTOR TYRE MAKING 


Replying to Mr. H. M. Dockrell (U.I., 
Dublin County), who asked if the Minister 
were satisfied that the undertakings given by 
the concessionaire for the manufacture of 
motor car tyres were being carried out in 
respect of length of service, Mr. LEMASS 
said that, when due allowance was made for 
difficulties which must inevitably be encoun- 
tered in connection with the establishment of 
a new industry of this magnitude, he was 
satisfied that, on the whole, the firm con- 
cerned was carrying out its undertakings. He 
was, however, keeping the matter van an re- 
vision.

Town- 
ships) asked the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce whether \his attention had been 
called to the nuisance caused to householders 
in Anglesea road, Dublin, by the passage 
of ’buses belonging to the Dublin United 
Tramways Company along that road between 
the hours of midmght and 2 a.m. on their 
way to the Donnybrook garage, and whether 
Minister was prepared to put an end to the 
nuisance 

Mr. SEAN MOYLAN, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister, said that he under- 
stood that complaints had been made to the 
Tramways Company by residents in Angle- 
sea road on this matter. He had been in- 
formed that special imstructions had been 
issued to the Tramways Company staff to be 
exceptionally careful when driving through 
Anglesea road, and that as a result of in- 
dependent’ checks the Garda had found that 
the noise was not excessive. He had no 
power to control the running of ’buses to or 
from the Company’s garages.

With almost incredible gallantry the un- 
fortunate Chinese are fighting desperately 
against their cynical invaders. In the 
Shanghai area Chapei, where there was 
serious trouble in 1932, has fallen after a 
siege ; nf seventy-one days. Shanghai itself 
cannot be expected to hold out against the 
furious: * attacks of the’ determined 
Japanese, who have one of the most 
efficient and best equipped armies in the 
world ; and, if Russia does not intervene 

t a later stage, the actual fighting cannot 
last very much longer. China cannot be 
defeated. Her reservoir of man-power is 
inexhaustible, and her .armies, such as 
they are, can continue to offer some resist- 
ance to the invading troops for an 
indefinite period of time. Japan, however, 
has a definitely limited objective. So soon 
as she has seized the territory which she 
needs, she will call off her fighting men, 
consolidate her gains, and wait until the 
next time to resume her offensive. 
has not one chance in a million to defeat 
the Japanese single-handed. The Western 
| Powers. are helpless—they have more than 
enough to occupy their attention in Europe 
at the moment—and the Americans are 
biding their time. With or without the 
Nine-Power Conference, therefore, China 
must resign herself to her inevitable fate. 
Her people may sacrifice themselves in 
hundreds of thousands—against the bomb- 
ing aeroplane, the machine-gun, the tank, 
and the most modern forms of poison gas, 
they are defenceless as were Haile Selassie 
and his Rases against Badoglio and 
Graziani. The Japanese are swarming 
over the Northern provinces of China. 
They have captured the Niangtzekuan 
Pass, which gives them access to the 
eastern gates of Shansi, and, although 
200,000 Chinese are reported to be lined 
up along the Yellow River, ten times that 
number would be useless. It is true that 
China’s resistance has been unexpectedly 
fierce, and that the Japanese have suffered 
heavy losses in recent weeks; but there 
can be only one end to the fighting. 
Totalitarian methods were invented by 
Europe; Japan is pushing them to their 
logical conclusion. 


Industry and Ugliness 


Nobody who has travelled through South 
Wales, or through certain parts of 
Northern England or of France, can resist 
the query: “ Is it worth while?” ‘‘Heavy”’ 
industry has enriched both Great Britain 
and France, but at the cost of cruel damage 
to field and city. .Where the long grasses 
once waved there are now forbidding 
mountains of slag ; the smoke of innumer- 
able chimneys has spread an immovable 
cloak of grime over all; cities that might 
have been built as things of beauty are 
forced into cramped, squalid forms by the 
demands of the factory. This week Sir 
George Gillett; Commissioner for the 
Special Areas—euphemistic adjective !—of 
England and Wales, spoke severely about 
the industrialist’s disregard of natural 
beauty. Many British factories have been 
forced in recent years to close, and their 
abandoned buildings and works remain to 
become every year .a worse blot on the 
landscape. ‘‘ Why,’’ he asked, ‘ should 
we have to throw the cost on the Govern- 
ment of putting into decency and order 
sites that have been made hideous by 
concerns which in the past have been 
exceedingly prosperous?’’ Sir George 
Gillett is only one of many Britons who 
are alarmed by the incursions which 
industry, in an unenlightened age, has 
made upon their country’s charm. The 
new spirit—the spirit which holds that 
industry is not a blessing to be bought by 
the sacrifice of everything else—is 
exemplified in the growth of such bodies 
as the Society for the Preservation of 
Rural England, by the increasing interest 
in the science of town-planning, and by a 
multitude of books on the theme of urban 
and rural beauty. Englishmen point’ 
nowadays to the spectacle of those conti- 
nental countries which, having started late 
in the industrial race, have been able to 
profit by the example of the earlier 
starters, and insist that their factories 
shall be so situated and constructed as 
to do the least possible harm to their 
surroundings. Even here in Ireland, 
where industry must be on a small scale, 
we shall do’ well to profit by those 
examples. Are the plans for every new 
factory scrutinised with care not only by 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
but by the Minister for Local Government, 


the final arbiter of all matters dealing 


with town-planning and rural beauty? Is 
preference given to the company which is 
willing to build a new, hygienic and 


machinery in some old and ugly ruin? 
Perhaps, the country’s industrialisation 
is a matter of urgency, but no plea for 
urgency excuses the defilement of a city 
or townland, Said “ A.E.,’’ in one. of 


those admirable essays which Mr. Monk 


Gibbon has preserved in his newly- | m 
published anthology of the thinker’s work: 
“Ireland, so far, has an almost unspoiled 
countryside. We should try to keep it 
unspoiled, This can be done without in 


any way hindering economic development | 


or imposing financial hardship on those 
who wish to build factories.’

The  esent issue 
of the Statistical Abstract runs to nearly 
two hundred pages of tabulated figures, in 
every one of which there is a mass of most 
valuable information. The most hurried 
examination of the volume will. refeal so 
many absorbing possibilities “that the 
temptation to linger at some point is not 
to be gainsai’. Agriculture jis the 
foundation of the economy of Saorstdi 
Kireann; and an examination of how that 
basic industry fared in the year 1936 may 
be conducted in the pages devoted to it. 
C.« the fundamental point of prices “aid 
for ‘agricultural produce in 1936 it ‘will 
he seen that an increase of seven points 
was registered in the index number, and 
that the increase was evenly spread 
through all branches of the indusizy. This 
welcome rise in the price index is counter- 
balanced by a fall of over 13,000 in the 
number of male workers er loyed on the 
land last year, and by the knowledge that 
the average weekly wage for a male 
worker in permanent employment was 
only 21s. 9d. More land came under 
cultivation; a larger number of animals 
and birds stocked the land; but the 
volume of employment was considerably 
reduced. The area under corn shows an 
increase of about 28,000 acres, but, as 
wheat alone shows an increased acreage 
of some 91,000, the other crops have 
declined in importance. Root crops show 
an increased acreage of 1,500, but, as 
sugar-beet accounts for an increase of over 
4,000 acres, the relative significance of 
vther root .crops has _ correspondingly 
declined. Where the dertilising influence 
of subsidies and bounties is felt, the 
plough offers its response: there is no 
absolute improvement to be discovered in 
the mixed agriculture of Saorstát Eireann 
in 1936.

Road Accidents 


No intelligent citizen will be surprised 
to hear that the number of road accidents 
in the Free State is on the increase. The 
increase is not a large one—indeed, in a 
number of cases it is so small that the 
additional accidents might be ascribed 
purely to ili-fortune—but even if the total 
of road accidents should retain constant 
the public still would have occasion for 
anxiety. Every year the traffic authorities 
and the motor-car manufacturers attempt 
to do something to diminish the foolish 
and criminal waste of human lives—the 
one with regulations to curb the motorist’s 
own thoughtlessness, the other with safety 
devices to assist the motorist in an emerg 
ency—yet year after year the grand total 
of accidents increases. In the first nine 
months of the present year 149 accidents 
occurred, in which 154 persons were killed ; 
as compared with 147 last year and 148 
deaths. The number of fatal accidents is 
very nearly the same for both periods ; yet 
the increased number of deaths argues the 
growth of an increased recklessness, in 
that the accidents must have been more 
severe. The motorist, however, made a 
small contribution to the casualty lists in 
comparison with those of the pedestrian 
and the cyclist. Motorists represented 
25.8 per cent. of the total loss of life ; while 
pedestrians supplied 35.5 per cent. of the 
casualties, and cyclists exactly 30 per cent. 
One might set forth these statistics 
in extenso, They merely would bore the 
casual reader ; yet they do help consider- 
ably to focus attentioneupon the main 
causes of accident. There is a large 
amount of dangerous driving among motor. 
car owners; but there is an even larger 
degree of utter carelessness on the part of 
other users 0. the road. The returns for 
Dublin bear out this contention. In 
Dublin the number of minor accidents has 
increased by almost 100, although the fata] 
accidents have decreased. These minor 
accidents are provoked by the pedestrian 
and the cyclist who continually are being 
injured through their own belief that the 
rules of the road are no concern of theirs. 
The traffic lights at the end of Merrion 
street have produced general order and a 
sense of responsibility. Must the Govern 
ment still doubt the wisdom of the

CLANS 


The Times dbeotves editorially to-day : 
Nothing but good can come of the corre- 
spondence which has poured into these 
columns during the last three weeks on 
the thorny question of the German claim 
to colonies. The truth is that British 
public opinion is probably far ahead of 
the Government in its conviction that a 
clear understanding with Germany would 
have consequences more profound and 
more conducive to a stable peace than any 
other single object of our foreign policy. 
There is little sympathy here with the 
view which has sometimes. seemed to 
prevail on the continent, that the proper 
way to treat Germany is to ring her about 
with vigilant Allied States, sometimes 
masquerading as the League of Nations, 
like traimed elephants round a tiger in 
the jungle, to prevent her expansion in 
any direction beyond the limits imposed 
twenty years ago. She has broken those 
limits here and there already—broken 
them by methods which are creditable 
neither to herself nor to the rest of the 
world—ard every article of statesmanship 
suggests that a halt should be called to 
& process which must otherwise lead 
inevitably to war and to the downfall of 
civilisation in the West. 

Let us at least be clear at what point 
a stand should be made, and let us make 
& supreme effort, so far as Great 
Britain is - concerned, to do what 
is possible for appeasement before 
i point ig reached.

as Germany's greatest financial expert is 
said to have resigned. This means that 
there will be still greater concentration 
on the part of Germany to become self- 
contained, and at the same time increase 
her military reso resources. In Belgium, M. 
Van Zeeland has ceased to be Premier, in- 
dicating a possibility that there will be a 
struggle between the extreme elements for 
control, with considerable political uncer- 
tainty, and probably another fall in 
Belgian currency. With the fall oí the 
Belgian Government, the most stable for 
some time, King Leopold will probably 
experience considerable difficulty in carry- 
ing forward his international economic 
proposals, as M. Van Zeeland was his 
principal agent in this matter. It will 
be remembered that he was King Leopold's 
delegate to the United States earlier in 
the vear. when the King hoped that a 
new Economic Conference might be brought 


into being. 
3,350,000 New Houses 


In the House of Commons this afternoon 
the Minister of Health outlined the plans 
of the Government for dealing with the 
housing problem. He said that since the 
Armistice no fewer than 3,350,000 houses 
had been built, while seventy thousand 
were under construction last —— tember, 
but to relieve overcrowding three hundred 
thousand more houses were required in 
England and Wales. There was need for 
one bedroomed houses for the aged, and 
homes with four or more bedrooms for 
large families. Assistance is to be given 
for the provision of cottages for agricul- 
tural workers at a low rent. He also 
said that the cost of building was de- 
creasing, tt bo the hope that the peak 
of building prices had now been reached. 


Mr. Herbert’s New Campaign 


Mr. A. P. ‘Herbert, M.P., who attained 
creat success last session with his Matri- 
monial Causes Act, is hoping to draw a 
lucky number in the parliamentary ballot 
to-morrow, so that he may initiate a new 
campaign. If he is fortunate he will intro- 
duce a proportional representation measure 
under the name of a “Fair Voting Bill.’ 
It was through the operation of a 
tional ‘representation that Mr. Herbert 
won his seat at Oxford, as it 1s used at 
university constituency ‘elections, and he 
wants to extend its operation. Mr. Herbert 
can rely on the support of the Liberals if 
be is successful on the ballot, but it is 
highly improbable that he will be able to 
répeat his success of last session, as pro- 
portional representation is not popular 
among the Conservatives. 


The Prime Minister's Gout 


Sir John Simon, in the absence cf Mr.

IN THE LIONS’ DEN 


Declaring that there was no danger in 
coming into a lions’ den to lunch if you 
were on good terms with the lions, the 
Duke said: “ I never regarded them in so 
fierce a light.”’ 

After speaking of the Press as a profes- 
sion requiring intelligence and resourceful- 
ness, he read his statement from type- 
written script. 

“ Mr. Philip invited me to this luncheon 
on your behalf,” he read. ‘I accepted 
with pleasure, but with the stipulation 
that I should not be called upon to make a 
speech. However, in the light of recent 
Press comments, I have, with your chair- 
man’s permission, called upon myself to 
say a few words. They do not concern 
public affairs, but are of a personal nature, 
and I wish first of all to thank you for 
your hospitality and for the spirit of this 
invitation. 


UNFAIR CONJECTURES 


“When Mr Philip originally invited 
me he used the following words: ‘ At all 
times and in all circumstances you have 
shown such understanding of, and patience 
with, those working journalists whose duty 
it has been to report Your Royal High- 
ness’s doings and words in times past, 
that our Association has felt it would be 
their very great pleasure to entertain you 
to luncheon as a private citizen during 
your stay in Paris.’

HERE could he no solution of the 
problem of partition until 
people in this part of the country 
were prepared to make sacrifices of 
ideals; until they learned that the 
people of the North of Ireland had 
their own interests, that certain 
policies were good for them, certain 
bad, and that certain sentimental 
associations had a reality for them. 
There would have to be better under- 
standing of the North, and better 
evaluation of the things that the 
Northmen set “value upon, before 
they could hope to end partition. 
These views were expressed by Mr. 
Patrick McGilligan, T.D., im the course 
of a speech at the inaugural meeting of 
the Solicitors’ Apprentices’ Debating 
Society in Solicitors’ Buildings, Four 
Courts, Dublin, last night. 
The subject of the inaugural address of 
the Auditor, Mr. P. L. Gibson, was ‘‘ The 
Partition of Ireland—Will it Last?’ 


VESTED INTERESTS 
Mr. McGilligan, T.D., said that he 


found himself unable to agree with the 
statement that the majority of the people, 
either here or in the North, actually 
desired to end partition. The principle 
oi partition had advantages, though in 
the abstract it was wrong, and this sea- 
surrounded country should not be divided, 
and should be under one system of 
government. It was doubtful if the lan- 
guage movement in this part of the 
country would have got such a chance if 
there had not been partition. Constitu- 
tional advances that they had made would 
have been more difficult of attainment. 
There were economic advantages as well, 
and these were the ones that were going 
to provide the biggest obstacles in a 
settlement of this question. 

The lists of material advantages were 
definitely against the ending of partition. 
Let them think of the number of vested 
interests that had been created ii the city 
of Dublin alone, values that had not 
existed twelve or fourteen years ago. 

There is a common delusion that the 
people here were in favour of ending parti- 
tion. There was no doubt that people 
talked about it. But was there any great 
desire? 

There was a sentimental feeling that if 
it could be ended while each party could 
hold on to the advantages it had gained 
it would be welcome. But how many of 
those associated with the demand for the 
ending of partition would make sacrifices 
to that end? He did not see any ideal of 
sacrifice anywhere. Would those who had 
made good temporarily in a certain 
industry agree that the benefit of that 
should be given to Belfast, even if it 
meant the throwing out of employment of 
a certain number of people in Dublin? 


AN AUTONOMOUS NORTH 


In the course of his paper, Mr. Gibson 
reviewed the history of partition, and, 
summing up, said that he was sorry to 
say that he thought partition would last as 
long as Irishmen would not see that being 
a citizen of thirty-two counties of Ireland 
was better than being a citizen of six. The 
Free State Government would be quite 
willing to accept the entry of the North 
to-morrow, even though it would mean 
giving the North an autonomous govern- 
ment. Partition was brought about by 
England, and the settlement was now 
beyond England’s power. 

Mr. M. J. Ryan, K.C., who proposed a 
vote of thanks to the Auditor for his 
address, said that the man who believed 
for 1 moment that the partition problem 
could be settled by establishing diplomatic 
relations between Belfast and Dublin was 
an optimist. Those who believed partition 
would end in ten or even twenty years 
were also optimists. If partition were to 
end it would end through force and not by 
diplomacy—force of circumstances, ex- 
ternal forces, but scarcely internal forces. 

Mr. McGilligan seconded the motion, 
which was passed. ' 


RECOGNISE ENGLAND 


Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., who pro- 
posed the motion: “ That the Solicitors’ 
Apprentices’ Debating Society is worthy of 
support,” agreed with Mr. Ryan and Mr. 
McGilligan that partition is going to last. 
The reason that partition existed*in this 
country, and would continue to exist, was 
because of the performance of Mr. 
McGilligan and his colleagues of the last 
Government, and, to an even greater ex- 
tent, by the present Executive of this 
country and its supporters. When God 
made Ireland He created a geographical 
entity, with the seas around it—but circled 
also by the crescent of England. That 
was a position that could not be ignored, 
and as long as the South of Ireland refuses 
to adopt that inevitable and inescapable 


‘law of position there is a reason why that 


part of Ireland, which does seem to know 
something about geography, should remain 
apart. So long as that existed there can 
be no unity in this country.

CLAMOUR FOR TARIFFS 


For all fancy suitings the Irish mills were 
more than a «match tot any competitor in 
any part of the world The low tariff 
spurred on the Irish manufacturers to make 
a cloth 10 to 15 per cent. better than any 
age cloth being offered. Then every- 
body started clamouring for tariffs. There 
was expansion under the high protection, 
but now they were unable to reach 
British. efficiency, . Tne Irish firms were 
told they must start to produce shoddy. 
The Irish firms did not want to go into the 
shoddy business at all. The Minister then 
said that he must bring a firm which would 
make this shoddy cloth, and Pepper Lee 
set up in this country. Soon they started 
to manufacture worsteds as well. 

The Irish manufacturers were amazed. The 
Minister next announced that the Irish 
woollen textile manufacturers must buy their 
yarns from an Irish firm. There was no Irish 
firm, so the Minister was to bring in Salts 
(Saltaire), Ltd. The Irish manufacturers, 
said Mr. Dillon, were dealing with sixty dif- 
ferent firms, and no one firm could supply 
them with the various qualities of wool ms 
they must have if they were to turn out 
the best qualities of textiles. Pepper Lee 
were bought out by Salts. (Saltaire), Ltd., so 
that Irish firms, which must» compete with 
Pepper Lee, had to buy their yarns from 
Pepper Lee. The. Irish woollen industry 
owed nothing to the present Government. It 
was there before Fianna Fail was heard of. 
That Government now had brought in a 


bought out or otherwise, {ey had control of 
it, and it scarcely mattered as .o whom it 
belonged to. The Minister had told the House 
that if price or other conditions were not 
strictly adhered to the tariff would be with- 
drawn.

Dr. O’HIGGINS (U.1.; Leix-Offaly) re 
sumed his speech on the Defence Forces (Pen 
sions) Scheme, 1937, motion. Where the pay 
for similar rank varied by as much as 100 
per cent, he said, nothing but a 
very grave injustice could be done by 
attempting to pension everybody on 
the same basis of rank and service.

THE ALTERNATIVE PLAN

Referring to a planned national economy, 
he said that, following a strike : 1934, the 
printing trade in Dublin set up a Joint Con- 
ciliation Board, under the auspices of the 
Department of ‘ndustry and Commerce. and 
relations between employers and employés 
had been very much improved since, He 
regarded such boards as the basis cf 
beneficial organisation for the country as a 
whole. He concurred with the forecast of 
his predecessors that the tariff system would 
inevitably tend to create sectional interests 
in business, as in the past few years sach 
had ben developed. 

Dealing with the telephone service, he said 
that he considered there was great room for 
improvement, and also for an extension of 
the service. 

Referring to the adverse trade balance, he 
said that it was merely the difference be- 
tween their visible imports and exports, and 
its persistence and regularity seemed to sup- 
port the theory that their imports were paid 
for by exports.

His Lordship said that in all the inter- 
course of the world’s peoples envy, hatred 
und malice were raging and rampant. They 
knew that there was an ‘appalling civil 
war going on in Spain for. months, 
brother fighting brother in intense opposition 
and animosity, no life was sacred; no’ class, 
either religious or civil, was counted free 
from the bitterness of persecution and death. 
In China officially there was no state of war, 
But a ‘‘difference of opinion,” as it was 
called, between China and Japan was being 
settled by all the dreadful panoply of modern 
warfare, bombing aeroplanes, poison gas, 
machine guns, tanks, and artillery. 


THE CORONATION 
Continuing, his Lordship said :—' The 


great national event in the year under re- 
view was the Coronation of our gracious 
King George VI., and of his Cansort, Queen 
Elizabeth. The story of the immense re- 
joicings and jubilations in London and else- 
where is now history. We in the Free State 
got no opportunity or encouragement for such 
rejoicings and .jubilations. But we had 
opportunity to do what is better than shout- 
ing and cheering.

“MISERABLE COLLECTIONS” 


Referring to the difficulties and expense of 
conyeying children in the diocese to 
Protestant schools, Dr. Flewitt said that they 
had undertaken a bigger burden than the 
funds of the Board could carry.

COMMISSION WANTED 
The Dean of Derry moved that the Synod 


approve of the appointment of a commission 
by the General Synod to recommend ways and 
means whereby the resources of the church in 
clergy, churches, glebes, and halls may be 
adapted to-the needs of the present day. . 

The Archdeacon of Derry, seconding, said 
that he felt personally that a more rapid 
mobility amongst clergy outweighed the 
disadvantages, which were obvious in many 
cases.

The Rev. A. P. Chamberlain, moving the 
adoption of the report of the Board of 
Foreign Missions, said that the contribution 
of the diocese (£2,814) showed an increase, 
but they ought not to be satisfied with what 
they had done so far. :

FREE STATE EDUCATION 


The Rev. A. R. 8. Munroe, in moving the 
report of the Free State Education Commit- 
tee, said that the children’s time was taken 
up by Irish, and education was becoming 
shovesh a farce. Some time ago he 
listened to an examination of chil- 
dren in Ivish. He was surprised 
at the good answering, because the teacher 
had not a certificate to teach Irish. Later 
he asked the children if they knew exactly 
what they were saying. He asked them to 
tell him in the mother tongue the 
question and answer. In not one single 
case were the children able to tell him the 
question or answer. That was the sort of 
farce that was going on in regard to educa- 
tion in the Free State to-day. Mr. de Valera 
had said that he preferred bad Irish to good 
English. Well, he-had both—bad Irish and 
worse. English. 

The Rev. R. S. Benson, M.A., said that all 
credit was due to teachers who were training 
in Irish and were endeavouring to teach in 
Irish to-day, and to teach ia the bilingual 
system. 

“I hazard the suggestion,’ said the Rev. 
Mr. Benson, ‘it 1s a great, mistake to teach 
Irish at all. It is not leading Irish children 
anywhere. A Roman Catholic farmer told me 
he found out that his children knew neither 
Irish nor English. It is not a commercial 
language, and it will not help them in com- 
mercial careers, except in the Free State, 
which they are ali trying to get out of.” 

The Rev. Mr. Benson said he thought, now 
that there was wavering even in the minds 
of the “other Church’’ on the question, 
they should make an effort to do something 
about the teaching of Irish to Protestant 
children.

Mr. Henry Connolly, the President of the 
Association, presided. 

The lecturer dealt with the introduction of 
marquetry and English 18th century furni- 
ture, and said that during the reign of 
William 111. there was a Dutch form of 
decoration in walnut, and William was re. 
sponsible for its introduction into England. 
As a fashion this lasted more or less until 
1720. 1t was superseded by mahogany, which 
the celebrated Thomas Chippendale mainly 
used in his work. At the end of the firs 
ten years of the regn of George. I. the 
fashion of furniture inlaid with marquet 
had nearly died out. From about 1 
‘Thomas Chippendale worked nearly ex¢lu- 
sively in mahogany. He was a practical 
cabinet-maker, and a fair draughtsman. He 
catered readily for every taste and fashion. 

With the rise of Robert and James Adam 
the fashion gradually changed in the direction 
of the severe Roman simplicity which was 
characturistic of these architects, but especi- 
ally of Robert Adam. In 1770 they fouyd 
Chippendale working under the direction and 
to the designs of Robert Adam. 

Robert. Adam, in conjunction with Hepple- 
white, assisted greatly in the evolution of 
the modern sideboard, which reached its use- 
ful: purpose under the hands of Thomas 
Sheraton. , 

They heard people talk of Irish Chippendale, 
and it was worthy of note that this was 
much heavier in design than the contemporary 
English Chippendale, being usually done in 
solid mahogany, and not veneered like that 
of England.
